Their emigration, however, till 
quite recently, instead of bringing relief, only 
inoreased the burden that had to be borne by 
the special religious community to which the 
emigrauts belonged, and which was responsible 
to the Government for the taxes, especially 
the military tax, payable for these who thus. 
left their birthplace. 

Although, in his famous Hatti-Humayan, 
1856, Sultan Abdul Medjid promised” that all 
subjects of the Porta should enjoy equal 
privileges, snd that Christians should be per- 
mitted to serve as soldiers, yet the general 
effect of the edict was to rouse suspicion and 
distrust amongst Christians and Moslems 
alike ; and so the provisions of the Hatt had 
never been carried out. 

“To carry on war suocessfally,” said Tarenne,
